- Ems and the Rhine. They were the 


oldest inhabitants of Holland and 
were known as herdsmen, hunters 


{ and Sshermen, Their history dates. 


as far back as 300 ‘years before 
Christ. The farmers of North 
Holland and Friesland are lineal de- 
scendants of these ancient people, 
and the multitude of black and white 
cattle they own, lineal descendants 


of the cattle owned by their ances- 


tors. : 

Until 1871 caitle brought to this 
country by the early Dutch settlers 
were known almost universally as 
Dutch, although as early as 1864 
the Department of Agriculture had 
recognized them as Holstein cattle. 
In 1895 the breeders and importers, 
representing two distinct Dutch cat- 
tle associations in this country, met 
in joint session and agreed upon the 
name Holstein-Friesian,
